An Ordinance amending Section 3, Article II, 
and Section 13, Article IV of Chapter 36 of 
the Mxinicipal Code of the City of Fort Wayne, 

Indiana, providing for Barber Shop, Beauty 
Parlor, Insurance and similar office uses as 
Home Occupation Uses in All Districts follow¬ 
ing Board of Zoning Appeals Approval. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. Section 3, (27) of Article II, of the Fort 
Wayne Municipal Code, Chapter 36, is hereby repealed and in lieu 
thereof a new Section 3,(27) of Article II of the Fort Wayne 
Municipal Code, Chapter 36, is hereby enacted as follows: 

Section 3. Definitions. 

(27) Home Occupation—Any use conducted 
entirely within a dwelling and participated in 
solely by m.embers of the family, which use is 
clearly incidental and secondary to the use of 
the dwelling for dwelling purposes and does not 
change the character thereof and in connection with 
which there is no commodity sold upon the premises 
except that which is produced thereon, and provided, 
however, in no event shall a tea room or animal 
hospital be construed as a home occupation. 

SECTION 2. Section 13 of Article IV, of the Fort Wayne 

Municipal Code, Chapter 36, is hereby amended by adding thereto a 

new s^±)section G. of Section 13 of Article IV of the Fort Wayne 

Mmicipal Code, Chapter 36, which is hereby enacted as follows: 

Section 13. Special Uses—Specified Districts. 

G. In Rl, R2, r 3, RA and RB Districts the Board may 
permit beauty parlors, barber shops, insurance and 
similar offices which satisfy all the requirements for 
"Home Occupation", as such term is defined in this 
Chapter, for a period not to exceed one year from the 
date of the special use Improvement Location permit 
issued by authority of the Board. The special use 
Improvement Location permit may be reissued on each 
subsequent annual expiration date for an additional 
year if the Board finds that the public convenience 
and welfare will be substantially served and that 
the proposed renewal will not be unduly detrimental 
to the surrounding area. A piiblic hearing will not 
be required for renewal permits. 

SECTION 3. If any part, parts, section, sections, provision, 
clause or portion of this ordinance shall be adjudged invalid or 
xinconstitutional, such invalidity or unconstitutionality shall not 
affect the validity or constitutionality of this ordinance as a whole

Attached is a copy of a Resolution permitting or prohibiting the 
"RIGHT TURN ON RED" or "LEFT TURN OK RED" turning movement at signalised 
intersections in accordance with the Acts of 1973, and the criteria esta¬ 
blished by the ISHC. The Resolution furthermore rescinds, as of July 1, 

1974, all conflicting Official Actions previously adopted by the ISI-IC per¬ 
mitting the placing of "RIGHT TURN ON RED'PERMITTED ivFTER STOP" signs. 
Furthermore, any "NO TURN ON RED" controls adopted by the Resolution shall 
be effective on or after July 1, 1974 or whenever signs are installed 
whichever is later. 

Also attached is a copy of the "NOTICE OF OFFICIAL ACTION" of the 
ISHC regulating the turning movements at all signalized intersections on 
the State Highway System and under the jurisdiction of the ISHC in your 
County that is located within the Fort Wayne District.

WHEREaS, under and by virtue of the Statutes of the State of Indiana relative 
to traffic regulation, the Indiana State Highway Conunission has the authority 
and the duty to adopt and promulgate regulations in the interest of the safaty 
and convenience of the traveling public using the highways, including streets 
In cities and towns, under the control of said Conunission, be it known that the 
following traffic regulation Is hereby adopted: 

Turning movements shall be regulated at all signalized intersections on the 
State Highway System and under the jurisdiction of the Indiana State Highway 
Commission in the Fort Wayne District as follows: 

SECTION 1, IC 1971, 9-4-1-35 (c) (2), as amended by the Acts of 1973: Where 
no sign is placed prohibiting such a turn, vehicular traffic facing a steady 
red signal, after coming to a complete stop, may cautiously enter the inter¬ 
section to make a right turn or, if turning from the left lane of a one-way 
street into another one-way street with the flow of traffic, a left turn 
after stopping as required by other provisions of the Act. Such vehicular 
traffic shall yield the right-of-way to pedestrians and to other traffic 
using the intersection. 

An engineering investigation has been conducted at the intersections listed 
in this book and turning movements are permitted in accordance with the above 
Act or prohibited in accordance with criteria adopted by the Indiana State 
Highway Commission. 

Any " NO TURN ON RED " control adopted by this Official Action shall be effec¬ 
tive on and after July 1, 1974 or whenever signs are installed, whichever 
is later.
